There was one big trouble with Jim Gould. 
He 'thought he owned the town of Gurchville. 
It was a fact that he did own half of the 
Bar-H Ranch. And the hands from that ranch 
did spend a lot of money in town. There were 
times when Jim Gould would boast in a loud 
obnoxious way. 

"I just have 'to give the word. That's all! 
And the town of Gurchville will fold up. It's 
my money that keeps if going. You just re- 
member that." 

So you can well understand why most of 
the folks in the town hated even the sight of 
him. But they knew they had to be polite to 
such a powerful man. At pay day he would 
ride into town with his cowboys behind him. 
He carried two guns and he would fire one 
into the air to announce his presence. 

"Some day one of those bullets is going to 
miss the sky and hit an innocent fellow,” said 
Sheriff Frank Perry. "Then there's going to be 
a heap of trouble.” 

On June 7th, 1883, Governor John Burns 
signed a gun^control law. It provided that no 
pistols were to be carried on a man's person 
in designated large cities, towns, and villages 
throughout the state. Also that a county would 
have the option of adopting this regulation 
to apply to communities of 1500 people or 
less. Monaga County in which Gurchville was 
situated did adopt such a regulation. It was 
to go into effect on July 15, 1883. It was a 
furious Jim Gould who hitched his horse out- 
side the sheriff’s office. Then walked in with 
anger written all over his face. 

“What kind of nonsense is this?" he de- 
manded. “That a man has to check his guns 
with you before he rides into town." 

"That’s the law,” interrupted the voice of 
a man who walked in from the door that led 
to the cells. 

There was no need of asking the man's 


name. His famous Prince Albert Coat and his 
two powerful pearl handled colts that were 
in hand tooled leather holsters identified him 
at once as the most famous man of the West. 

"There’s no need of carrying a six shooter 
'with you into this town or any other town in 
the county,” continued the Prince Albert Kid. 
“The time has passed in this state when a 
man had to have a gun on his person for 
self protection. It is the duty of the law to be 
able to give efficient protection whenever and 
wherever needed. This state has a first class 
ranger outfit as well as capable sheriffs and 
deputies." 

Jim Gould had enough sense in his head 
to know that he couldn’t argue with the Prince 
Albert Kid. But he did say one thing more. 

"What about the danger from -the Indians?” 

"Nearest Indian Reservation is one hundred 
miles away,” pointed out the Prince Albert 
Kid. “You still can wear your gun belts in the 
open country and on your own property. So 
you really have no problem. Next week you 
and all your men check their guns in this office 
when you enter town. You will be given 
receipts.” 

Jim Gould said nothing after that. He turned 
around and walked out to find his partner, 
Ben Corbin waiting for him. 

"No more fun on pay day,” half teased 
Ben Corbin. “Next week will be the last time 
you can ride into town and do some shooting. 
Let's go back to the ranch. We have to check 
over the bills."
